On 
Monday 
last 
Horatio

Merrill of Pima 
and 
his 
young 
daughter loft Pima for Clifton Jn 
a two horso wagon, arriving at 
Solomonvillo 
about 
dark, 
they 
camped on the premises of Justice 
l'arks and wero 
invited 
to spend 
tho night 
with 
tho 
familv. 
Miss 
ISliza accopted tho hospitality 
of 
tho familv but 
Mr. 
Morrill 
ro-- i 
maincd with his team. 
Tuesday 
morning, at an early 
hour, thoy started for Clifton, and, 
sojfar as 
wo 
know 
were never 
seen alive by mortal 
eyes, 
oxcopt 
a short time beforo 
thoy fell 
vic- 
tims to Apacho 
treachery. 
Deputy Shoriff James 
F. Black 
of Duncan 
returning 
Jiomo 
from 
Solomonvillo 
passed tho 
wagon 
with Mr. Merrill and lus daughter 
about 4 o'clock a few mile 
west of 
Ash 
Springs. 
Ho 
exchangod 
a 
few words with them to whom ho 
was a strangor, and passed 
on to 
Duncan whoro 
ho 
arrived 
at 
11 
o'clock. 
Mr. 
Merrill 
enquired 
of 
Mr. 
Black tho distance to Ash Springs 
and remarked that ho would drivo 
thero, water and feed his tean, and 
drivo to tho river whon 
tho 
moon 
was up. 
Mr. J. 3j. T. Waiters, on 
horseback, was returning from tho 
valley to his 
homo 
near 
Duncan 
and camo 
to 
a 
wagon 
about 
7 
o'clock. 
3Io saw two human 
bod- 
ies lying 
in 
tho 
road. 
3fo 
dis- 
mounted and approached them but 
thoy wero irresponsive to his voico. 
3Io examined tho body of tho old 
maimndTToiicifi 
blood Jssuoing 
from his mouth soon 
bccanTc-Co- 
n- 
vinced death had claimed another 
victim. 
Tho girl was 
lying 
near 
her father with two bullet holos in 
her body. 
Mr. Watters placed quilts under 
tho heads of each, covered tho bod- 
ies with blankets and rolcascd one 
horso from thcyvyagon on which he 
put 
his 
saddle, 
and leaving 
his 
horso, which was somewhat weary, 
proceeded to Duncan whero he 
in- 
formed Deputy 
Sheriff Black 
of 
what ho had seon. 
Justico J. 
31. 
Haynio was called from Jis slum- 
bers and a 
possco 
summoned 
to 
proceed at ohco 
to 
tho scene of 
bloodshed. 
A jury consisting of John Wood, 
Charles 
Holmes, 
Sam 
McMillan, 
John Clay, 
Joe 
A. 
Teirill. 
Leo 
Windham, W. 33olland, J. J. 
Put-ma- n 
and T. J. Windham wero sum- 
moned and started 
for 
tho dark 
and blody ground which was about 
soven miles west of Ash Springs on 
tho public road 
from tho county 
seat to Sheldon. 
Tho picturo pre- 
sented in tho moon light, tho death 
like silenco, an old man and young 
girl in tho rigid embraco of death, 
moved ovory heart with tho solemni- 
ty of tho surrounding. 
Tho jury was 
sworn and 
inspected tho 
bodies. 
Mr. Watters 
and Deputy 
Sheriff 
Black, identified tho dead and tho 
verdict 
was rendered: 
"We tho 
jury find that this man and woman 
camo to thoir 
death from tho 
ef- 
fects of gun shot wounds, fired by 
persons unknown, supposed to bo 
indians." 
A part of tho jury lcmained at the 
sceno of tho murder 
awaiting 
tho 
arrival of tho ShoriiT who 
was at 
once 
notified 
and 
with 
Deputy 
Shoriff James V. Parks, Will Parks, 
John D. Parks and others 
started 
without 
delay and took 
tho trail 
of the murderers. 
Capt. Black says 
that ho is convinced that tho 
mur- 
derers wero 3ndians, that thoy wero 
six 
in 
number 
and 
afoot. 
He 
trailed thorn from tho Duncan road 


tolegraphed 
the 
com- 
manding officer at Ft. Grant 
and 
probably somo time 
in tho near 
futuro a troop of cavalry will hop 
through tho valley, return to their 
post and report "all quiet 
on 
tho 
Duncan road." 
District Attorney 
Jones 
telegraphed 
Gov. 
Hughes, 
asking that a roward be offered for 
tho mmdeiers, which will probably 
bo done. 
Sinco tho 
doparturo 
of 
Shoriff Wight 
from 
Solomonvillo 
nothing 
has 
been 
hoard 
of his 
possee. 
Ho has with him as bravo 
and determined 
men 
as 
can 
bo 
found in tho West and if 
ho 
is 
so 
fortunate as to overtake 
tho 
mur- 
derers they will 
be 
captured 
or 
killed. 
3t was in '91 that 
Mrs. Morgan 
and Miller wero 
killed 
near 
tho 
placo of tho last murder 
and not 
far west tho Wright brothers 
came 
to thoir death in '87 on the 
same 
road. 
Although thero is no 
posi- 
tive proof that tho old 
man 
Mer- 
rill and his daughter met death at 
tho hands of Indians, with unerring 
certainty, circumstances 
point 
to 
Apaches 
as 
the 
perpetrators 
of 
the dastardly deed. 
Doubtless be- 
fore theso lines aro 
read 
by 
tho 
public, the fiends 
Vho 
called 
tho 
old man and tho young girl 
from 
time to eternity 
will 
be 
on 
the 
reservation drawing 
rations 
from 
the government. 
3Ioratio 
31. 
Merrill, 
with 
his 
family, camo to this 
valloy about 
six 
years 
ago 
from 
Smithficld, 
Cache county, Utah, whero he had 
lived about 
twelve 
years 
beforo 
coming to this valloy. 
3Io located 
on tho Cottonwood wash and spent 
about 
2,000 in trying 
to reclaim 
a farm on that 
dry wash. 
Being 
unsuccessful 
in ins efforts he moved 
his family to Pima, and now leaves 
thorn quitodestituo. 
Mr. Merrill is 
well and favorably known 
in this 
valloy. 
Miss Eliza was 
a 
beauti- 
ful girl 
and 
all 
who 
know 
hor 
loved her. 
This torriblo tragedy has cast a 
shadow over tho entire community 
and makes us feel that tho Apacho 
has outlived 
his 
usefulness, 
and 
that tho Government must change 
its mode of handling tho red devils 
or the people of Arizona will 
set- 
tle tho 3ndian 
question 
in 
their 
own peculiar way.

EARLY EDUCATIONAL 
REFORM- 


ERS. 


An Address Delivered 
llcforo the Teach- 
ers Instltnto of Graham 
County, lly 
John McOoiran. 
Until 
about 
two hundred 
and 
fiftj' years ago tho systom of educa 
tion in voguo throughout 
tho civil 
ized world was tho 
samo 
as that 
which obtains in China and other 
parts of tho far cast to this day. 
That 
system 
consists 
in 
com- 
mitting to 
memory dates, words 
and ovon long extracts 
from writ 
ings, and then reciting thorn, word 
for word, without any rcferanco to 
tho 
meaning 
ranch 
less 
to 
tho 
naturo 
tand 
relation 
df 
the 
things mentioned. 
It is clear that 
such oxorcises dovolop the memory 
only to tho hurtful 
neglect 
of all 
tho other montal faculties without 
question 
or 
doubt. 
Tho 
motto 
now is, "weigh and considor, thon 
say, in your own 
words, whotbor 
you deem tho matter true or 
false, 
right or wrong." 
At present 
wo 
ask not only, is it truer 
But moro 
emphatically, 
is it right? 
Can I 
do this act, pursuo tins lino ot con- 
duct with credit 
to 
myself, 
with 
justico to 
my neighbor 
and my 
country 
Wo 
also 
bcliovo 
now 
that a sound strong body 
is 
indis- - 
pensiblo to a 
happy 
usoful 
life. 
Thoroforo tho ideal education 
re- 
quires 
tho 
harmonions 
develop- 
ment of tho physical, 
mental 
and 
moral faculties. 
It appears then if foregoing skotch 
is true, that Uio past few 
centuries 
liavo seon a radical chango wrought 
in science and art of education. And 
this morning I 
purposo 
to 
men- 
tion a fow of tho most distinguish 
ed captains 
and pioneers 
of tho 
grand army of educational 
reform- 
ers and also of tho good 
soed that 
each scattorcd, or nurtured 
up to 
tho present abundant harvest. 
It is agreed on 
all 
hands that 
Francis Bacon, commonly known 
as Lord Bacon, was tho first 
con- 
structive educational reformer, tho 
father 
of 
tho 
Now 
Education. 
Moro dcstnictionists liko Enbolais, 
preceded Bacon, but tboy sought 
only to scuttlo tho ancient 
hulk, 
without offering any 
thing 
bettor 
in its stead. 
Bacon 
also 
condom-c- d 
the old bottom, but ho at once 
showed men how to build 
a ship 
that 
would 
safely 
carry 
thorn 
through tho tomncsts and 
fogs 
of 
controversy, 
sophistiy, 
cupidily 
and superstition into tho havon 
of 
truth. 
Francis 
Bacon 
was born 
in 
London 
in 
15G1. 
and 
died 
thoro 
in 
102G. 
He thus 
lived 
in tho Elizabothan 
ago, 
a period 
distinguished 
above 
all 
other 
poriods 
of English 
history 
for 
lamous 
authors 
wiio 
wrote 
im- 
mortal works. 
For it was in that 
poriod that William Shakespeare 
wroto 
Hamlet, 
Macbeth, Othello 
and his other great dramas; that 
Edmund Sponccr wroto tho Faroy 
Queen; that Ben Johnson and Beau- 
mont and Fletcher lined and wroto. 
During 
that, 
timo 
Sir 
Walter 
Ealoigh, himself a brilliant wit and 
writer, 
sent colonies to what 
is 
now our south eastern 
states, 
and 
named Virginia in honor 
of 
Eliz-aboth- 
, 
tho Virgin 
Queen 
of Eng- 
land. 
Bacon was 
a 
precocious 
child 
and apt pupil. 
Ho entered tho uni- 
versity of Cambridge at tho ago of 
twelve; but being dissatisfied with 
tho method and subjects pursued 
thoro ho stayed 
only throo years 
and aftorward taught 
himself, 
ex- 
cepting only what 
instructions 
ho 
0t at tho 
court 
which 
ho at- - 
tended. 
Bacon was ono of tho 
profound-es- t 
lawyors that has over lived, 
it 
great orator and masterly 
essayist 
on 
a 
vast 
variety 
of 
subjects, 
familiar and obstruse. 
But ho was 
most distinguished 
as a philoso- 
pher. 
Ho never taught school, but 
in bis writings ho showcd-KovTme- n 
may iiosiwawrTIiomsclves 
how 
o raco has acquired its stock 
of 
real knowledgo, that is by actual 
experience 
Of courto ho was not 
satisfied with casual haphazard 
ox 
perienco, 
this 
docs 
not 
go 
far 
enough, ho wanted careful, exhaus- 
tive observation 
and 
experiment; 
classifying 
or grouping 
togothcr 
things of tho samo kind, and then 
marking tho things 
by a suitablo 
labol, that is a 
common 
namo 
or 
noun. 
Ho said this is tho wnj' to 
deal with now subjects and 
ho 
re- 
quired that ovcry opinion hold 
by 
men bo subjected to tho most 
ox-- 
baustivo analysis and comparison. 
Ho says: 
"Whon a man has onco 
mado over its judgment 
to othors 
keeping, and 
agreed 
to 
support 
opinions without first ascertaining 
whether such opinions square with 
facts, from that 
timo 
ho 
is 
tho 
docilo follower of tho blind, or the 
dupe of solfisli cunning." 
All this is 
quite 
common 
now, 
but it 
was 
unknown 
till 
Bacon 
wroto. 
For sovcial hundred years 
beforo Bacon's time, tho scholars of 
Europe, dennod up in monasteries, 
cathedrals and schools, had almost 
wholly forgotten tho need ot 
test- 
ing thoir opinions by an appeal 
to 
naturo and facts. 
Tlioy taught that 
whatever wo tan think of as 
ex- 
isting docs 
exist. 
Whoever 
has 
read "Gulliver's Travols" will admit 
that wo easily think of men four to 
six inches tall, and othors 
sovonty-liv- o 
to ono hundred 
and 
fifty feet 
in hoight, but observation 
proves 
that neither raco has ever lived on 
this planet. 
But Bacon with his 
universal 
gonius and attainments 
was too busy to have timo or dosiro 
to 
interest 
himself 
knowlcdiro 
to ovorv mandoor. 
Tbo 
work 
of disseminating amJfiii 


popularizing 
Bacon's 
ideas 
an 
philosophy was begun on tho 
con- 
tinent a short timo beforo 
Bacon 
died, by Comcnius.

in great numbers. 
Ecry ship takes 
i.cveral of these heroes and heroines. 
On the way to Asia the passengers do 
not know the heroes, or ccn suspect 
them. 
As the wheels are stored in tho 
cabin baggage rooms, It is impossible 
for the rest of the passengers, looking 
on at a pallid boy who turns ill at the 
smell of a cigar or a girl who lies next 
to death's door in her stateroom, to 
dream that these are the people who are 
going to write home to the papers that 
they have been 
chased 
by 1'crsian 
bandits and lunched with Kafflr kings 
as they annihilated Puck's record round 
the globe. 
When the ship stops at 
Yokohama out come the wheels, and 
the heroes ride the full length of tho
